A CATALOGUE of Simple and Mixt Colours , 
with a Specimen of each Colour prefixt to its proper 
Name; By R. WALLER , Fellow of the Royal 

H Aving fometime fince feen a TABLE of the Simple 
Colo urs made ufe of in Limning and Painting, Printed in 
the Year 1680, at Stcckh-.lm I have here endeavoured to 
give a more Philojopbicd, and uieful one by the addition of 
fbme mixt Colours : Not that 1 p re ten 1 to give the Shades of 
all the mi t Colours , which were indeed infinite as the 
Compofitions and Proportions of them may be unlimited ; 
but I have mixt each of the Simple Tello.vs and Reds with 
each oft hefmi/le Blervs, and thefe Mixtures give moft of the 
mean Co-ours ..viz. Lreens, Purples , &c. To know what each 
of thefe mixt- Colours is compounded* of, you need but look to 
the Top of the Table diredly over the Colour enquired after, 
where you may find the One Ingredient , and at the Side in 
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the fame Row, the other. As the Popinjay-green is made of 
Blew Bice and Candodia , an equal weight of each. I chofe 
Weight rather than Me afire, becaufe the heavier Colours have 
generally the more Body, and therefore come nearefl to an 
Equality that way. I have added the Latin, Greek, French, 
ani Englifh Names that I knew, which the more skilful 
Reader may fiipply where wanting, i propofe to my felf 
that this Table will be of fome ufe and advantage inthede- 
fcribing of the Colours of Natural Bodies , which may be 
done by this Table, and reprefented more nearly to the Rea¬ 
der provided with one of the fame Tables , with lefs ambi¬ 
guity, I think, than is ufual: A Standard of Colours being yet 
a thing wanting in Philofophy. Thus to defcribe a Plant, it 
may be feen which of the ftmple or mixt Colours comes nearefk 
to it, and then the Word affixt to that Colour may be made 
ule of, which the Reader , if defirous, may look in his Table , 
and find together with the Pattern thereof. 

The Table of Colours is to be Inferted after this Leaf which 
ought to be done with a Guard and a White-leaf between af¬ 
ter the Book is bound , left otherwife the Colours by beating 
(lick together.

t.QPanijb White made of Chalk and Alarm burnt toge- 
ther. 

2. I take the Lapis Armemos to be the blew Bice fold in 
the Shops, for it is light and friable ; formerly brought out 
of Armenia, now from the Silver Mines of Germany called 
Melochites, in high Dutch Bergblaw. 

J. VUr amarine is made of the blewcfl lapis Lazuli, which 
is freeft from Gold-veins, by Calcination ; the method of 
preparing it being too large tor this place, may be teen in 
Docfcor Merret's ingenious Notes upon NerPs Art of Glafs, 
lib.’}. 

4. Smalt is made of Zjffer and Pot-ajbes, calcined, toge¬ 
ther in a Glafs-furnace. Dr. Merret ib. 

5. Litmafe, or Litmofe , I fuppofe the Juice of a Plant. 

6. Indigo laid by Pliny to be brought from India : a kind 
of Mud adhering to the Froath about Reeds, and that when 
tryed with a Coal, the true burns with a Purple-flame, and 
fmelis of the Sea: Linfchoten fays, it is called Anil, that it 
grows in Cam aia, and is a Plant like R ofemary , which is 
gathered and dryed, then wetted with fair Water, and 
beaten to a Mud ; this Operation being repeated, it is dry¬ 
ed and fitted for ufe, cap 69. 

7. Indian Ink,its vjfe known to Pliny, tho’not its Compo- 
fition ; which is yet undifeovered, except it fhould be burnt 
R/Vt*, as hath been thought. 

So much for tnc Blears at the Head of our Table ; the Tel- 
lores and Reds made ufe of, are thefe that follow. 

i. Certtfe is the Ruff of Lead made by a vaporous Calci¬ 
nation ; Pliny writes thus of it in the 54. lib. cap. 18. Certtfe, 
or Pfmythinm is made in the Plummers Snops; of finall 
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Plates of Lead laid upon a VefTel of very ftrong Vinegar, 
what falls into the Vinegar is taken out,and dryed in the 
Sun: and in the 35 Book,Chap. 6. he lays it was made at 
Rome of burnt Mar ie-jltnt quench’d in Vinegar, 

2. Masiicot is a kina of improper Calx of Tin. 

3- Gutta Gamb a, or Cambodia, the infpiflated juice of a 
Riant, not well known, it comes from both the Indies. Some 
think it the Juice of Euphorbium others Scammony , or Tithi- 
mal ; others Ricintu ; others refer it to the greater Catapu- 
tia, Efula, or the Flowers of the Indian Ricinus , and will 
have it coloured with Turmerick : as Scroder. 

4. Oker a kind of Natural Earth, there are two forts there¬ 
of, the one Native formerly brought out of Attica , now 
from Dacia and Himgaria, and from many places of England, 
efpecially in the Forreft of Dean : The other a factitious fub- 
Itance of Lead burnt and quench’d in Vinegar. In Pliny's 
time it was made of Rubric a, or Reddle burnt. 

5. Orpiment , a fat inflammable Mineral, juftly ranked a- 
mongft Poyfons for its extream Corrofive quality. Pliny fays 
it was dug up in Syria on the Surface of the Earth; ana that 
the Emperor Caligula had hopes of getting Gold out of it; 
wherefore he caufed. 14 Pounds of it to be tryed, which af¬ 
forded him very good Gold , but in fo fmall a Proportion, 
that he loft by the tryal. 

6 . Vmber is a Native Earth. 

7. Red-lead, a Colour unknown to the ^mv^made of Li¬ 
tharge or burnt Lead by a Reverberatory Calcination, or of 
Cenife put in a Platter over the Fire, which muft be conti¬ 
nually ftirred till it has acquired a Red-lead colour. Dr. Charl¬ 
ton de Fojf. 

8. Burnt Oker is the common yellow Oker burnt in the 
open fire. 

9. Cinnabar or Vermillion. There are .two forts; Native 
or the Minium of the Ancients, which is the Mineral that 
yields Quicksilver whereof, and of Sulphur it chiefly confifts, 
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it is found in the Mines of Ifiria. This Colour was among the 
Ancient Romans ufed to facred Purpofes, and on Feftivals 
JupitersTa.ee was painted therewith, as likewifo the Bodies 
of thole that entred in Triumph. The factitious Cinnabar. 
is that which we now ufe; and is made by a fublimation of 
Mercury and Sulphur. 

10 . Carmin made of Cock ineel. 

11 . Lakey, bought to be an Arabick word’. It is made of Flocks 
dyed, or /havings of Scar let-clo ath, or of the Ccchineel Infect, 
or elfo of Kjrme s-b ernes , their Tincture being extracted 
with a Lye of Pct-ajbes , and then precipitated with a Solu¬ 
tion of R och-alum. After the fame manner a Lake may be 
made of any Plant or Flower; a more exad Information 
touching this matter, may be had in Mr. Boyle's Treatije of 
Colours, Part. 3. Exp. 49 . and Dr. MerrePs Notes on Nerds 
Art ofGlaff. lib. 7. There is alio another fort of Lake made of 
Cur.-he, by extrading its Tindure with Trine. Dr. Merret , 
ibidem. 

12. Sanguis Draconis is the Gum of a Tree which looks 
like dryed Blood, ’tis brought out of foveral places in the 
Ea(l Indies ; and the Tree which produces it is very well de¬ 
scribed in the Hortus Malabaricus. 

1$. Engltfb Reddle or Ruddle, is found in many places of 
England , amongft the reft near Witney in Oxford-Jhire. Dr. 
Plop s Hifi. of Ox. c. 3. 

14 . Lamp-black, by Pliny thus defcribed : It is made of the 
Soot of R cfm or Pitch burnt, Houfos being built on purpofo 
for it, that keep in the Smoak. Its Ufo is in Writing-books,
